Intercollegiate  Debate 

Tryouts , December  9-10 


Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  Dec. 
9th  and  10th  has  been  selected  by 
the  debating  council  as  the  days  for 
selecting  teams  to  represent  the  Brig- 
ham Young  University  in  this  year’s 
inter  collegiate  debating  series. 
On  December  9th,  four  women  (two 
teams)  will  be  chosen  for  the  all- 
ladies’ triangular  debates.  The  fol- 
lowing day  two  more  teams,  consist- 
ing of  three  men  each  will  be  chosen. 

Tryouts  will  be  conducted  on  the 
regular  questions  for  debate:  For  the 
ladies  the  question  is,  Resolved,  that 
the  immigration  law  of  nineteen- 
twenty-four  should  be  so  amended  as 
to  admit  Japanese  on  the  same  basis 
as  Europeans.  The  following  is  the 
regular  question  for  the  men’s  trian- 
gular debates:  Resolved,  that  the  Con- 
gress of  the  United  States  be  granted 
the  right  to  over-ride  by  a two- 
thirds  majority  of  each  house,  the 
decissions  of  the  Supreme  Court  in 
regard  to  constitutionality  of  Con- 
gressional enactments. 

Each  entrant  will  be  allowed  five 
minutes  for  a main  speech,  with  three 
minutes  for  rebuttkl.  This  regulation 


is  the  same  for  both  tryouts 

According  to  schedule,  the  inter- 
collegiate debates  will  be  held  Jan-, 
uary  22  and  23 

On  the  22nd  the  B.  Y.  U.  all-ladies 
negative  team  meets  the  all-ladies’ 
affirmative  team  of  the  University  of 
Utah.  At  the  same  time  the  ladies 
negative  of  the  A.  C.  meets  the  ladies 
affirmative  at  the  B.  Y.  U.  Practically 
the  same  arrangement  is  made  for 
the  men’s  debates,  except  that  the 
“Y’s”  negative  goes  to  the  A.  C.  in- 
stead of  going  to  the  “U.” 

Each  member  of  the  various  teams 
will  be  awarded  a standard  block  ‘Y’ 
pin  at  the  close  of  school.  In  addition 
to  this,  Mr.  Francis  W.  Kirkham  of 
Salt  Lake,  will  give  to  each  member 
qf  the  winning  intercollegiate  team  a 
gold  piedal. 

Due  to  the  commendable,  business- 
like efforts  of  Mr.  Hafen,  manager  of 
forensics,  practically  all  of  the  avail- 
able current  literature  bearing  on  the 
questions  to  be  debated  has  aready 
been  obtained.  This  material  is  ac- 
cessable  to  all  who  are  interested  in 
debating  and  may  be  used  in  the 
Reserve  library. 


The  Loan  Fund  ticket  selling  and 
queen  contest,  held  last  week,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Sophomore  class, 
closed  Friday  with  a program  in  the 
morning  and  the  annual  loan  fund 
ball  in  the  evening,  and  was,  accord- 
ing to  prevailing  student  body  opinion 
equally  as  successful  as  the  drives 
held  in  former  years.

DIRECTOR  VISITS  HERE 


STAUFFER  SPEAKS 
TO  STUDENTS  WED. 


Those  who  attended  devotional  last 
Wednesday  took  a trip  to  the  Orient 
with  Dr.  Fred  Stauffer  of  Salt  Lake. 
Dr.  Stauffer  was  introduced  to  the 
students  by  President  T.  N.  Taylor. 
In  his  talk  he  gave  an  account  of  his 
experiences  during  the  three  different 
trips  that  he  has  taken  to  the  old 
world.  His  first  visit  was  made  thirty 
five  years  ago,  at  this  time  he  was 
called  to  fill  a mission  in  Turkey. 
Twenty  years  later  he  made  Ihis  sec- 
ond trip  which  included  the  Holy 
Land  and  Egypt.  The  last  trip  was 
made  during  the  past  year. 

The  ease  and  convenience  of  travel- 
ing now  was  compared  with  that  of 
thirty  five  years  ago.  The  conditions 
of  Constantinople  were  described.  A 
republican  form  of  government  has 
been  established  there  and  under  the 
excellent  leadership  of  the  president 
thirty-five  million  Turks  are  being 
educated.  Their  city,  whicfh  was  one 
of  the  most  filthy  in  the  world  fifty 
years  ago,  is  being  cleaned  and  re- 
markable improvements  are  being 
made. 

From  Constantinople  the  speaker 
went  to  the  land  of  Phoenicia,  the 
Hills  of  Lower  Galilee  and  Samaria. 
Throughout  all  this  country  travel  is 
made  easy  by  the  wonderful  Maca- 
damized roads  the  people  have  built. 

Mary’s  Will,  believed  to  be  the 
place  where  Mary  and  the  Savior  drew 
water,  is  still  being  used  by  the  people 
nearby. 

Dr.  Stauffer  spoke  of  Egypt  as  the 
great  land  of  mystery.  Here  he  saw 
the  great  pyramids  which  are  among 
the  oldest  ruins  we  have  today.  Some 
of  them  date,  back  to  four  or  five 
thousand  years  B.  C. 

He  visited  the  Mohammidan  Uni- 
versity, the  oldest  university  in  exis- 
tance  and  the  museum  at  Cairo,  here 
some  of  the  greatest  Pharaos  of 
Egypt  are  well  preserved  as  mum- 
mies. 

In  conclusion  Dr.  Stauffer  said  that 
he  'hoped  he  had  stimulated  us  to 
study  the  great  prophecies  which  are 
being  fulfilled  concerning  the  restora- 
tion of  Israel.

Utah  Frosh  Presents  Power- 
ful  Aggregation.  Hard 
Fought  and  Close  Battle 
Expected. 


Next  Friday  afternoon,  the  Cougar 
Cubs  are  scheduled  to  meet  the  Uni- 
versity of  Utah  freshmen  in  what 
promises  to  be  one  of  the  best  foot- 
ball games  ever  witnessed  on  the  *Y’ 
field.  Comparative  dope  shows  the 
two  teams  are  pretty  well  matched, 
and  the  game  promises  to  be  a thrill- 
er throughout. 

Before  the  game  with  the  Snow 
College,  little  interest  was  shown  in 
the  freshman  team  but  their  decisive 
win  in  that  game  proved  their  worth. 
Of  late  the  Freshman  coaches  have 
been  greeted  by  a squad  of  about 
thirty  men  each  night.  The  absence 
of  the  varsity  has  left  the  coaches 
free  to  work  entirely  with  the  frosh 
and  great  improvement  has  resulted. 
The  way  in  which  they  ripped  thru 
the  line  and  ran  around  the  end  in 
their  game  with  Payson  last  Friday 
night  show  the  frosh  to  be  a team 
of  no  mean  ability. 

Previous  to  the  departure  of  the 
varsity  for  Colorado,  scrimage  showed 
the  frosh  to  be  much  nearer  the  var- 
sity’s equals  than  the  game  on  Fund- 
ers day  would  indicate. 


The  frosh  must  put  a strong 
team  on  the  field  next  Friday  after- 
noon if  they  hope  to  win.  The  “U” 
undoubtedly  has  one  of  the  strong- 
est freshman  teams  she  has  had  in 
years.  This  team  decisively  defeated 
the  Brigham  Young  College  team  and 
the  Weber  College/the  two  strongest 
junio  rcollege  teams  in  the  state,  in 
addition  to  forging  a win  over  the 
Utah  Agricultural  College  frosh.  In 
scrimmage  against  Utah's  rushing 
varsity  the  frosh  have  shown  up  ex- 
ceptionally well  and  held  them  to  a 
low  score. 

Competition  for  a pace  on  the  cub 
Cougar  team  is  keen  and  hardly  a 
player  has  his  place  cinched.  The 
Cubs  will  probably  line  up  on  Friday 
as  follows: 

Worthington  left  end;  Merrill,  left 
tackle;  Stewart,  left  guard;  R.  Thorne, 
center;  Vinch,  right  guard;  Anderson, 
right  tackle;  Menlove  or  Hadley,  right 
end;  P.  Thorne,  right  ralfback;  Alex- 
ander, fullback;  Lloyd,  left  halfback; 
and  Peterson,  quarter  back.  A large 
number  of  substitutes  of  almost  equal 
ability  are  available  to  take  the  places 
of  these  men  in  case  of  injury  or  poor 
work.  This  adds  pep  and  strength 
to  any  team. 

The  game  next  Friday  is  the  last 
football  game  scheduled  in  Provo  this 
year  and  a large  crowd  is  expected. 
Every  indication  promises  the  game 
will  be  a “hummer.” 


The  Cougars  are  back  in  camp 
after  their  successful  invasion  of 
Colorado  fields.  The  no  point  game 
with  the  Mines  culminated  the  “Y’s” 
participation  in  conference  football  ■ 
this  year;  and  the  26  to  0 score  with 
the  Teachers  in  favor  of  the  Cougars 
left  no  doubt  in  the  minds  of  Provo 
fans  that  they  have  a team  to  be 
proud  of. 

The  game  at  Golden  was  hard 
fought,  both  teams  making  supreme 
efforts  to  score.  The  “Y”  started  off 
with  a bang  and  would  no  doubt  have 
gone  over  had  not  a fumble,  recovered 
by  Colorado  started  action  in  the 
other  direction.  The  Cougars  were 
gradually  urged  back  to  their  own 
territory;  a touchdown  for  the  Mines 
looked  inevitable,  but  with  a courage- 
ous stand  the  Cougars  held  their  op- 
ponents for  doyns  within  five  feet  of 
the  goal.  Dixon  failed  to  punt  the 
ball  to  safety  and  the  Miners  were 
soon  back  with  it — again  it  looked 
ominous  for  the  “Y”,  but  again  the 
stone  wall  of  blue  saved  the  day  by 
holding  its  foe  within  one  foot  of 
the  line.

Arrival  of  ZR-3  in  U.  S.  Gets  Great 
Ovation  From  Foreign  Papers 
In  New  York 


Germany’s  pride  of  accomplishment 
reached  a post  war  zenith  when  news 
was  flashed  by  the  United  Press  from 
New  York  that  the  ZR-3  had  reached 
the  United  States. 

Crowds  which  had  stood  for  hours 
in  front  of  newspaper  offices  read 
the  bulletins  of  the  progress  of  the 
great  dirigible  burt  into  a loud  "hoch’ 
when  word  came  through  the  air  that 
the  zeppelin  was  over  American  soil 
after  the  most  successful  flight  ever 
made  by  a dirigible. 

“Germany  is  redeemed,”  said  the 
Vor  Waerts.  “The  faith  of  our  fore- 
fathers in  the  unconkuerable  German 
soul  again  is  justified.” 

There  will  be  no  doubt  of  the  great 
impression  the  flight  of  the  dirigible 
has  made  on  all  Germany.  The  flight 
of  the  ZR-3  was  about  the  sole  sub- 
ject of  conversation. 

The  press  universally  hailed  the  ar- 
rival of  the  dirigible  as  Germany’s 
greatest  achievement  since  the  war. 

Regardless  of  political  and  religious 
difficulties  between  the  various  Ger- 
man states,  the  feat  of  Dr.  Eckner  was 
universally  praised  for  restoring  world 
confidence  in  German  genius. 

The  flight  even  helped  to  unify 
some  of  the  most  discordant  elements 
and  the  German  mind  will  mark  a new 
era  in  the  relations  between  the  Reich 
ad  the  rest  of  the  world.

IMPROPER  SPELLING 
NOT  NECESSARY 


By  Lavel  S.  Morris 

Misspelled  words  are  to  a piece  of 
writing  what  broken  cogs  are  to  the 
gears  of  an  automobile — both  are  re- 
jected. 

Stenographers  are  rejected  because 
they  cannot  spell.  Secretaries  are 
humiliated  because  a business  circular 
went  out  with  one  or  two  mispellel 
words.  A prospective  position-seeker 
is  continually  turned  down  because  he 
insists  upon  spelling  essential,  escenti- 
al,  and  he  is  stupid  enough  to  think 
his  business  letters  are  perfect.  A 
person  writing  for  publication  may 
get  away  with  a few  mispelled  words 
if  his  material  is  good  enough  other- 
wise. Of  course  he  can  blame  the 
mispelled  words  on  the  man.  who  sets 
up  the  type  but  that  is  not  good  for 
one’s'  soul.  Ordinarily  manuscripts 
with  misspelled  words  are  rejected. 

What  shall  be  done  with  students 
who  continuously  misspell  from  four 
to  ten  words  in  five  page  themes? 
Hanging  is  too  severe;  letting  go,  is 
a sin  against  him  who  lets  go.  Spell- 
ing a word  properly  or  improperly 
becomes  a habit.  If  one  forms  the 
habit  of  misspelling  certain  words, 
sooner  or  later  each  misspelled  word 
turns  into  a subtle  boomerang  and  in- 
flicts negative  compensation.  Perhaps 
that  one  does  not  get  the  position  for 
which  he  applied  by  mail.  Perhaps 
he  sends  out  a sales  letter  with  two 
misspelled  words,  for  a business  house 
— those  receiving  the  letter  would 
say:  “Huh,  this  must  be  a high  class 
place;  hiring  a dumbell  to  write 
letters.” 

How  well  I remember  all  the  silent 
swear  words  I used  for  the  benefit  of 
a certain  professor  who  insisted  upon 
his  students  learning  to  spell.  It  was 
in  a class  of  advanced  writing,  and 
for  a single  misspelled  word  a thesis 
was  marked  E,  which  meant  the  same 
as  failure.  As  I look  back  on  that 
course  in  English,  I erase  all  the  silent 
swear  words  from  the  professor’s 
name,  for  I should  not  trade  one  of 
the  E’s  for  a half  dozen  A’s.  It  was 
those  E’s  that  caused  me  to  purchase 
a dictionary  and  check  upon  my  care- 
lessness. 

We  misspell  words  largely  because 
we  are  careless,  partly  because  we  are 
mentally  lazy  and  to  some  extent  be- 
cause of  ignorance.  Here  is  a four 
page  thesis,  with  thirteen  misspelled 
words.  Perhaps  the  student’s  mind 
was  tired  when  he  wrote  it;  perhaps 
his  mind  was  blissfully  resting  on  the 
fence  between  his  work  and  his  girl. 
Perhaps  both  situations  are  necessary 
evils,  but  misspelled  words  are  not. 
Here  is  a sample  of  some  spelling  in 
this  particular  thesis:  inuf  for  enough, 
heigher  for  higher,  andanmea  for 
antennae,  persent  for  per  cent.  The 
student  can  spell  everyone  of  the 
above  words  when  he  thinks.  All  he 
needs  is  a bomb  to  blow  up  his  care- 
lessness. 

Of  what  shall  the  bomb  consist?  In 
order  to  show  the  utmost  kindness 
towards  students, . I make  a motion 
that  it  is  a splendid  idea  to  give  a 
theme  an  E for  a single  misspelled 
word.  Students  take  it  upon  your- 
selves and  insist  that  the  instructors 
give  you  an  E whenever  you  misspell 
a.  word.

Presiden  Thwing  of  Western  Re- 
serve University  is  heading  a com- 
mittee composed  of  prominent  edu- 
cators throughout  the  country,  to  en- 
list the  immediate  cooperation  of  the 
colleges  in  the  support  of  Near  East 
Relief,  the  organization  chartered  by 
congress  to  provide  relief  for  the 
refugee  and  orphaned  population  of 
the  Near  East. 

There  are  40,000  children  now  in 
Near  East  Relief  institutions  for 
whom  no  other  possible  provision 
exists  and  for  whose  support  funds 
must  come  without  delay.  There  are 
about  100,000  more  living  in  refugee 
camps  without  education  or  training 
or  proper  living  conditions,  for  whom 
some  help  must  be  secured.  The  or- 
ganization needs  money  for  this  work 
at  once. 

The  first  objective  of  Near  East 
Relief  at  'present  is  to  secure  the  ob- 
servance of  Golden  Rule  Sunday,  on 
December  7th,  the  day  set  for  mak- 
ing practical  application  of  the  Golden 
Rule  in  our  relations  to  the  orphan 
chidren  of  the  Near  East. 

On  this  day  the  people  of  America 
are  asked  to  eat  an  orphanage  dinner 
such  as  the  children  in  Near  East  Re- 
lief homes  eat  every  day.  The  menu 
includes  Turkish  pilaf  for  which  a 
recipe  has  been  prepared  by  the  chef 
of  the  Hotel  de  Bergues  in  Geneva, 
Switzerland,  and  can  be  served  for 
very  much  less  than  the  most  frugal 
of  Sunday  dinners.  As  the  people 
of  the  twenty  nations  participating 
in  this  observance  gather  about  a 
common  table  they  are  asked  to 
make  contributions  measured  by  the 
Golden  Rule,  for  the  support  of  these 
Near  East  orphans.  Those  participat- 
ing of  the  simple  meal  eaten  by  these 
children  should  have  a most  generous 
sympathy  for  these  little  ones  to  whom 
this  fare  spells  luxury. 

Enthusiastic  cooperation  is  ex- 
pected from  college  people  inasmuch 
as  it  is  young  college  people  for  the 
most  part  who  are  carrying  on  the 
work  of  Near  East  Relief  overseas. 
In  Armenia  and  Syria  and  Greece 
these  younger  alumni  are  undergoing 
real  privations  to  carry  on  the  work 
for  which  Golden  Rule  Sunday  asks 
support. 

Three  years  of  schooling  and  train- 
ing for  self  support  are  part  of  the 
Near  East  Relief  program.  Every  boy 
and  girl  who  leaves  its  care  is  equip- 
ped to  look  after  himself  and  so  far  as 
is  possible  with  the  limited  funds, 
each  of  these  children  is  educated  to 
take  a place  of  leadership  in  the  new 
life  that  his  people  are  building  from 
the  wrecks  of  the  old.
